(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting these designations as 
"Economic Revitalization Areas" for public hearing; 

(d) If this Resolution involves areas that have al¬ 
ready been designated allocation areas under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designations as "Economic Revitalization 
Areas" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti¬ 
tions .
